We must bring more and more people, 
suitable people, to Canada .and share with 
them all the benefits of our nation. We 
roust, too, do what we can to make the new- 
comers good, loyal Canadians in the shortest 
possible time, 

If Canada is to fulfill her destiny, more 
people are needed. We must open our gates 
a. little wider to make it possible for them to 
vome to dwell with us. 


Aerial Freight Transport 


Pan American Airways recently inaugu- 
vated a freight flight from Miami_ to 
Buenos Aires, which marked a_ milestone 
12 aviation history. Four automobiles were 
carried in that historic flight. 

While the cost of transportation per 
unit is not known, there is no reason why 


it should be prohibitive to Argentine 
buyers. It must be remembered that only 
a few years ago, such freight cargo was 


considered highly improbable, especially for 
ch a distance. Instead of taking weeks 
to deliver the cars, they are delivered in a 
rmatter of hours from the United States. 

We wonder if the time will come when 
it will be cheaper to ship automobiles by Air 
Transport from Windsor and Oshawa to Ed- 
roonton, It costs roughly $1,000 to ship four 
automobiles from Windsor to Edmonton and 
it is a question of how soon Air Transport 
could make the 2,000-mile trip for this

Disturbing Factor In Africa 


Under the auspices of the United Na- 
tions, Libya, one of the poorest and most 
backward countries in North Africa, be- 
came a sovereign power. With a popula- 
tion of: a little over a _ million people, 
Libya is about ninety per cent illiterate, 
according to the Manchester Guardian. As 
a matter of fact, only about 32,000 Libyan 
children. go. to school and the average 
annual income in the country has been esti- 
mated at thirty-five dollars. 

_ Making Libya independent is a disturb- 
‘ng factor in the already unsettled political 
situation in North Africa. Libya has prac- 
tically none of the usual qualifications for 
independence while her neighbors, much 
better prepared for self-government, are 
still under alien domination. 

_ The status of the new independent na- 
tion will undoubtedly affect the relations 
between England and Egypt and between 
France and Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco.

When Christ was pronounced 
dead by the Roman soldiers and 
taken down from the Cross, His 
disciples had no where to lay His 
body, beacuse homeless in life, He 
was also homeless in death. a 

But one of the very few rich men 
among His followers, one Joseph 
of Arimathea, had. already pur- 
chased a rock tomb for himself 
near Jerusalem. He offered this 
tomb, this cave, to contain the body 
of the Saviour of men. 

So the dead body of Christ was 
laid in this tomb and firmly sealed 
by the Romans. But, as everyone 
knows, an Angel came in the night 
and rolled the great stone away 
from the tomb’s opening and when 
the disciples came grieving, early 
in the morning, they found the 
tomb empty, because Christ had 
risen from the dead. 

Now the tender compassion of 
Joseph, which had impelled him to 
give up his own grave to Jesus, 
made him blessed among men. 

And tradition tells how he later 
went travelling and came into 
Britain, carrying with him the 
Holy Grail, the cup from which our 
Lord drank at the Last Supper. He 
came to Glastonbury and there he 
thrust his thorn staff into the 
earth, claiming the land for Christ.

Hint, Arctic Mouse With Big Name, — 
Is Big Attraction in Museum

WINNIPEG, Man. — (BUP) — Dischrostonyx Green- 
landicus, a little stranger, was a big attraction today at 
the Manitoba Museum, Most women could tell you about.

“Dich” is the rodent known as 
the Aretic mouse, or leeming. 
Only 4% inches from nose to tail 
tip, he was little more than a ball 
of brownish fur with two beady 
eyes and four claw-shod feet. 

But he was rapidly changing his 
appearance. 

He was captured severa) weeks 
ago, along with'a few other mem- 
bers of his clan, by a research 
team on Southampton Island, 
1,145 miles north of Winnipeg. 
The experts said he was a member 
of the Greenland ‘varying’? leem- 
ing. : 

His appearance in the Manitoba 
capital was a rarity for leemings 
are seldom seen south of Chur- 
chill, Man., because they fare so 
well on the northern wastes. 

L. T. Norris Elye, museum dir- 
ector, said the Greenland varying 


leeming was the only member of 
the mouce family that changes 
color. It occurs when the Arctic 
winter closes in at which time 
they switch from brown to white 

Their forefeet also undergo @ 
remarkable change. The third 
and fourth claws on each foot, 
normally thin and sharp in sum- 
mer, turn into broad, blunt plates 

Elye said they also go in for 
mass migration, but not as much 
as the true leeming. Leemings., 
for reasons unknown, migrate 
from time to time in enormous 
numbers and push forward in « 
straight line without fear of death 
wr danger. 

Records showed that in the 
Arctic seas they’ve been known 
to tumble into ice crevices and 
drown en masse and to march inte 
the sea swimming toward the 
horizon until they sank, exhausted

Preventing Infesigipns. - Unior- 
tunately, nothing practical can be 
done to reducé damage in a field 
that ie heavily infested, once the 
erop is above ground. There are 
two cultural practices, however 
which will prevent the Pale Western 
Cutworm from seriously infesting 
fields in 1951, but both must be 
used immediately. These are: (1) 
the thorough cultivation of summer- 
fallow fields during July to destroy 
weeds and (2) the stopping of al! 
work on summeriallow fields by 
August Ist and leaving them un- 
disturbed until mid-September 
Since the cutworm moths lay their 
eggs only in loose earth, it is 
essential that the soil surface be 
allowed te become crusted through- 
out August and September. This is 
one practice that can be relied upon 
to reduce cutworm damage in 195). 


Wherever possible, grain fields 
which were seriously damaged by 
cutworms this year should be 


summerfallowed in 1951,
